Watson said that his qual

ification for office is that he
has been trained as an expert
in the field of tax assessment
and appraisal. He related he
had passed first in his civil
service examination on gradu-
ation from college, and had
served in the Assessor's office
Later he became California
Tax Manager for Lockheed
Currently he is a private tax
consultant giving much of his
time to neighborhood property
owner groups in their fight
for fair and equitable assess-
ments,

WATSON said that honest
administration, in his opinion,
wasn't enough to administrate
the nation's largest tax assess-
ing office.
